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Campaigning to ‘Save UMass’

Professors and students at the 
University of Massachusetts 
Amherst have been mobilizing 
a “Save UMass” campaign to 
fight against budget cut deci¬ 
sions. 

The movement comes as a 
response to budget slashes 
equal to about $25 million on 
the Amherst campus, as 
announced last November. The 
campus took a quick response, 
raising fees mid-year by $495 
for the Spring semester. 
Administrators tightened their 
belts, cutting into several pro¬ 
grams and departments, includ¬ 
ing the total elimination of 
.Amherst's childcare center, 
escort service, and language 
lab. Ninety-five faculty mem¬ 
bers were allegedly laid off 
because of these financial prob¬ 
lems and the school's library 
took a 65 percent cut in their 

Additionally, nearly 400 pro¬ 
fessors are expected to take 
advantage of the state's early 
retirement program - equal to 
about 10 percent of the faculty. 

Both professors and students 
are worried about what will be 
happening in the coming years, 
as well. It is assumed that sev¬ 
eral programs and departments 
w ill be merged or entirely dis¬ 
mantled, and 10 percent fewer 



courses will be offered. 
Residence hall and academic 
building maintenance will also 
be severely impacted, as already 
announced. 

In early March, the “Save 
UMass” campaign gained 
steam. On March 6 and 7, pro¬ 
fessors were invited to take part 
in a voluntary “teach-in.” 

During these two days, profes¬ 
sors deviated from their curricu- 
lums and instead spoke to their 
students about the impact of 
Amherst's budget cuts. Students 
were requested to write 
letters to their local rep¬ 
resentatives, to the 
UMass Board of 
Trustees, and to UMass 
President William 
Bulger's office. 

Letters that were writ¬ 
ten were requested to 
not be on University sta¬ 
tionary or mailed using 
University postage 
funds, as both were con¬ 
sidered a misuse of 
schoonnoney^aper 

was donated from area 
book stores, and several 
of the professors 
involved in the program 
hand-delivered the let¬ 
ters. 

Many professors also 
voiced concerns over 
UMass President 
Bulger's reported 
$309,000 salary - a 
number that has 


increased 63 percent since 
1996. 

Interim chancellor at UMass 
Amherst Marcellette G. 
Williams earlier in March told 
faculty members to avoid look¬ 
ing at the deficits and losses, 
which may lead to cynicism. 
Instead, she suggested looking 
v to improvements. 

At the time of that meeting, 
faculty immediately looked 
questioning why a new assistant 
football coach was recently 
hired with a $83,500 annual 


salary. Ironically, the 
University had in place 
a hiring freeze which 
would be lifted only 
for cases consid¬ 
ered “essential.” 

Williams has 
already approved 
a plan to cut $ 1 
million from the 
athletics budget.

People 
walking through the quad in front of 
McGauvran could see the tombstones 
there the entire week. The display served 
as a chilling reminder of hate crimes that 
have taken place during recent years in 
this country. For example, there was a 
tombstone for Martin Luther King Jr., a 
tombstone for the people killed on Sept. 
11, and several others for those killed due 
to their race, religion, and sexual orienta¬ 
tion.

(UML History comes out of the closet) 



Twelve years ago, in January 
of 1990, the University of 
Lowell faced budget cuts much 
worse than UMass Lowell's cuts 
this year. To address rising con¬ 
cern over the declining funding 
to higher education. Governor 
Michael Dukakis held an open 
session in Cumnock Hall's 
Trustees Room. He spoke to 
adminstrators, students, and the 
media about his ideas for eco¬ 
nomic growth, and news of the 
impending tuition increases. 

Dukakis had announced his 
new-found confidence in the 
economy. The major contributor 
to his optimism was in regards to 
the rising technological indus¬ 
tries. His thoughts were that 
computer, electronic, software 
and biotechnology would get the 
state out of the rut it was in. At 
the time, various companies were 
hiring by the hundreds, some 


above the thousand 
mark in a one-year 
span. 

Despite dwin¬ 
dling revenue in 
the state, Dukakis 
looked for what he 
called “mega¬ 
projects" to get 
the economy 
going again. In 
particular, he 
looked to expan- ~ 
sions of Logan 
airport and restoring various rail¬ 
ways throughout the state. The 
revenues from growing travel 
interest would help businesses, 
he said. 

Another important part of the 
Governor's report urged compa¬ 
nies in the business community 
to think more globally. He rec¬ 
ommended businesses look to 
broader markets overseas and 
attracting foreign investors. “We 
have to get into the international 
market,'’ Dukakis said. 

Despite his interest in technol¬ 
ogy and expanding science-relat¬ 
ed education, rumors had circu¬ 
lated that ULowell would be cut¬ 
ting its engineering program. The 
governor didn't directly answer 


the 

question, but mentioned there 
would be a need to “cut, cut. and 
cut.” 

To make up for this, Dukakis 
approved a raise in tuition 
amongst all state colleges. From 
there, individual college budgets 
*vould be up to each campus’s 
respective administration. 
However, Dukakis also created a 
comprehensive tuition waiver 
application to keep education 
accessible to low-income stu¬ 
dents. 

These higher education budget 
cuts were the sixth such cuts 
since the spring of 1988. 

Dukakis's stop was one of sev¬ 
eral in a state-wide tour of public 
colleges in the Commonwealth. 


Volunteers Clean Up Hunger

More than fifty people gath¬ 
ered in front of McGauvran 
Student Union on South Campus 
Saturday to partake in the 18th 
Annual Hunger Cleanup. The 
crowd consolidated as Mark 
Cote, Executive Director of the 
Lowell Transitional Center and 
Thomas Golden, Jr., 
Massachusetts State 
Representative presented their 
speeches thanking participants 
for their volunteerism. 
Addressing the crowd in the 
early morning sunshine Cote 
stated, “Many of you don’t 
have to be here this morn¬ 
ing. You could be sleeping 
or relaxing. But instead, 
you’re helping better the 
people in the 
Commonwealth.” 

Cote also addressed the 
negative affects of stereotyp¬ 
ing homeless people. He 
explained, “We shouldn’t 
label people as homeless. If 
we label them, we are mak¬ 
ing an incorrect stereotype. 

The homeless people in my 
shelter are some of the most 
articulate and intelligent 
people I’ve come across.” 

Cote said the Lowell 
Transitional Center’s main 


goal is to “get people self-suffi¬ 
cient, but that can only be deter- 

The Lowell Transitional Center, 

located at 189 Middlesex St. has 
become a haven for all types of 
people suffering misfortunes. 

Following Cote’s speech was 
Golden’s speech. Golden too 
explained the harmful effects of 
stereotyping people. “Look at 
the people you see in the shelters 
as real people. The sobering fact 
is one day you could be in their 
shoes.” Golden also expressed 
his thanks for the participants’ 
volunteerism. “At the end of the 


day, you will feel good at what 
you’ve done,” he said. 

Immediatel^afte^h^peecl^ 

es, the 50 plus participants broke 

into groups and traveled to vari¬ 
ous shelters across the Lowell 
community. This year’s volun¬ 
teers traveled to The House of 
Hope, The Alternative House, 
The Lowell Transitional Center, 
The Central Food Ministry, 
Brigid’s Crossing, The Jewly 
House and the Merrimack Food 
Bank to assist in indoor clean¬ 
ing, picking up trash, raking 
leaves, weeding flowerbeds, and 
cleaning up playgrounds. Since 
the first Hunger 
Cleanup in 1984, the 
National Student 
Campaign Against 
Hunger and 
Homelessness (NSC- 
AHH) has worked 
with schools across 
the country resulting 
in more than 110,000 
student volunteers, 
completing thousands 
of work projects and 
raising more than $1 
million in the history 
of the Cleanup. The

Tidbits of News from Other Colleges and Universities

Gallaudet University 

Last fall, administrators at Gallaudet University, a small pri¬ 
vate college for the deaf located in Washington, seized as many 
copies of the 2001 yearbook as they could find. Though no one 
has given an official reason for this, students guess that it has 
something to do with pictures of students tunneling beer and a 
segment on female masturbation. A committee has been put 
together (with a 3 to 5 student to professor ratio) to look into 
how suitable the book is. The yearbook editor-in-chief, a stu¬ 
dent, said the book's aim was to accurately portray student life 
and fears administrators want it to be nothing more than a 
recruiting brochure. 

Lynn University 

A local man has accused Lynn University in Boca Raton of 
conspiring with funeral homes and a company that transports 
corpses to illegally take the body of his recently deceased wife. 
The man, who recently filed suit, is claiming that the University 
took the body without his permission, where medical students 
practiced embalming techniques for 18 days. The body was then 
sent to the family’s chosen funeral home to be cremated as 
planned. The transport company named in the lawsuit has 
allegedly provided some 30 unauthorized body to the University 
since the 1990s. 

University of North Dakota 

A physics professor at University of North Dakota recently 
sued a former student for libel after she accused him of being a 
pedophile in an online article. The woman, who is five years her 
ex-professor’s elder, was suspended by the University for 
allegedly stalking this professor. The professor claims that the 
woman often made sexual advances towards him but that he 
continuously ignored them. She claims, however, that he was the 
one making the advances via e-mail (though she could produce 
none as evidence). The professor won $3 million in the suit, and 
the judge “recommended” the woman recant her article and 
apologize. She has refused, instead suggesting that the professor 
owe* hex an apology. _ 

Northeastern University 

Jamal Watson, a former adjunct faculty member who left his 
job in early March was surprised to learn he has been banned 
from the Northeastern campus. Flyers were distributed and post¬ 
ed across campus indicating that any student who sees the for¬ 
mer professor of journalism on campus should report him to the 
campus police. Watson had left under uncertain circumstances 
mid-semester, but rumors indicate a student had filed suit against 
him for an unknown reason. Watson, who works for the Boston 
Globe denies that he was fired.

Surveillance at National Monuments

Since the attacks of Sept. 11, 
officials in Washington have 
* orried that major monuments 
could become the next targets of 
terrorist attacks. Now, the 
National Park Service is plan¬ 
ning to do something about that. 
The park service wants to install 
>urveillance cameras at six of 
the major monuments lh the 
National Mall by October. 

In front of a congressional 
panel. John G. Parsons, associ¬ 
ate regional director for the 
Park Service's national Capitol 
region, stated, “The National 
Park service plans to use cam¬ 
eras monitored by the US park 
police only in public areas 
where there is no expectation of 
pn\acy. The images that are 
recorded would be used only for 
valid law enforcement purpos¬ 
es."' 

The proposal has many wor¬ 
ried that cameras could violate a 
person's right to privacy. Some 
are even questioning the neces¬ 
sity of this plan. 

“The average Londoner is 
caught on film about 300 times 
a day and no terrorists have 
been caught by the camera's 


use,” argued Rep. Constancy A. 
Morel (R-MD) during the hear¬ 
ing. 

Organizations such as the 
ACLU are worried that the lack 
of regulations could lead to the 
abuse of individual rights. 

“The biggest problem is the 
potential, the possibility for 
abuse of this type of camera by 
the authorities,” stated Timothy 
Edgar, legislative attorney for 
the ACLU. 

The public, the ones who will 
actually be filmed, had varying 
opinions. “I would be more con¬ 
cerned with what they do with 
this information, with the pic¬ 
tures after the fact. They say it’s 
necessary, but I’m not exactly 
certain how valuable it really 
is,” stated one tourist. 

Another disagreed. “I think, 
given the place and the time of 
the world, you have to seriously 
consider that it might be a good 
thing.” 

Of the 19 thousand police 
departments throughout the 
United States, about 80 percent 
use surveillance cameras at gov¬ 
ernment buildings, and other 
public areas. Here in 
Washington, federal buildings 
such as the Capitol Building 
have used surveillance cameras 
for several years.

Vision behind the 
MassPIRG Fee

There is a concern on campus about the 
MASSPIRG seven-dollar fee. Where does your seven 
dollars fee go? Student Government President, John 
Harrison, in the next few paragraphs I will attempt to 
explain what your seven-dollar fee achieves on this 
campus, this state, and this nation. 

The phrase ‘Think Global Act Local” comes to my 
mind when I think of MASSPIRG. Locally, by the 
time you read this letter, UMass Lowell students will 
have worked with the community to organize the 
Hunger Clean Up and have gone into Lowell to fight 
poverty in local shelters and food kitchens, right here 
in your backyard. Volunteers are also working on a 
recycling program that will bring every office on cam¬ 
pus access to paper recycling. Together with Water 
Watch, they’ve done four river cleanups this year; the 
fifth river cleanup April 12 ,h behind LeLacheur Park 
next to North Campus dorms on the Merrimack River. 

Statewide, 25 universities and colleges across the 
state democratically elected to have MASSPIRG 
Chapters on their campuses. MASSPIRG s statewide 
Open Space campaign is working to slow down 44 
acres per day that is being lost to development across 
Massachusetts, which is equivalent to half the size of 
Boston every year. Future generations should be able 
to enjoy nature and our local forests, like the 
Lowell/Dracut/Tyngsboro State Forest, and to protect 
Mt. Greylock, the highest peak in western 
Massachusetts, from development. MASSPIRG intro¬ 
duced a Bill on open space in the State House that 
passed through the Senate and is heading to the House 
for final passage. They are also working to bring 
together gubernatorial candidates next fall for a stu¬ 
dent run debate at UMASS Boston. 

Nationwide, in eleven states PIRG collaborated to 
pass a bill that lowered interest rates on federal stu¬ 
dent loans saving the typical borrower $680 over the 
life of their loan. PIRG Chapters across the country 
are working to protect the Artie National Wildlife 
Refuge and push clean renewable energy production. 

Certain individuals want the MASSPIRG seven-dol¬ 
lar fee eliminated; to eliminate the fee is to eliminate 
student’s voices across the country. This effort will 
not raise the $56,954 that we now raise to perform all 
of these activities. Voters 18-25 year old are the low¬ 
est voters at the poles; is this because we are too busy 
with school, fed up with the corruption of politics and 
big business? 

Student Government is proposing to collect 500 sig¬ 
natures and go to the polls on the April 16 & 17, 

2002, elections, for students to decide whether or not 
to keep the MASSPIRG chapter on campus. I ask 
everyone, is the seven-dollar fee that each one of us 
contributes worth the investment for our children's 
future?

The Contenders horrifyingly 
satirizes these shows that 
America has grown to love so 
much.

Israel earned perfect 4.0 grade point averages in 
the fall semester and were honored at UMass 
Lowell’s National Student-Athlete Day Thursday. 

Twenty student athletes - one representing each 
sport, as well as the top freshmen female and male 
- were presented certificates at the NS-AD lunch¬ 
eon and were joined by the professor of their 
choice. 

A dual major in marketing and art, Bogacz has 
been the consummate utility player on the UML 
volleyball team and led the River Hawks to a fall 
clip of 14-24 overall and a 9-5 clip in the 
Northeast-10 Conference. For the season, Bogacz 
averaged 3.28 digs and 1.41 kills per game. 

Silveira, a nursing major, helped UML crew 
varsity eight place third last week in a tri-meet 
against Connecticut College, Simmons College 
Mount Holyoke College, and the University of 
New Hampshire. 

A two-time All-Northeast-10 guard, Grunwald 
posted averages of 14.0 points, 3.7 assists and 1.9 


steals while converting .733 of his free throws. 

His steal total ranked lO^ 1 in the Northeast-10 
Conference. 

Freshman Niklas Storm, a forward on the UML 
ice hockey team, and Shannon Seidel, a multi¬ 
event athlete on 
the track and field 
team, earned the 
top grade point 
averages among 
the freshman class. 

Storm dished 
out seventh assists

Baseball wins, Lowell style

Despite a tough unfinished game on April 3, UMass 
Lowell’s baseball team was able to have a winning 
weekend. 

Wednesday’s game against the Bryant College 
Bulldogs was cut short after the fifth inning due to rain. 
Unfortunately, the River Hawks were down 4-0 when 
the game ended. If their last four innings were played, 
there was a good chance they’d have come back to win. 

UML pitcher Dave Williamson was playing an excel¬ 
lent game. He struck out eight batters and allowed only 
seven hits and one walk. He took the loss on the mound, 
bringing his record to 2-2. 

It was the second inning that killed them. The scoring 
started with a hit to center field by Bryant’s Lee Zuber 
that knocked home two runs. Zuber was sent home him¬ 
self when teammate Chris Dwyer hit a double of his 
own. Dwyer then made his way home when Waltham 
native Jim Collins singled. 

Only four UML batters were credited with hits: Sean 
Kerrigan, Scott La Valley, Cliffe Town, and Dave 
Williamson. 

The next day, however, the River Hawks took to the 
field in a non-conference game against Dowling 
College. UML got off to a great start in the bottom of 
the first when Chelmsford-native Adam McCusker 
grounded out to let Williamson come home from third 
base. In that inning, DH Brian Eck earned two RBI with 
a single that brought home Kerrigan and Matt Tupman. 

Dowling ined to come Dack, however, pulling in tour 


runs of their own in the second inning. Intense play from 
both teams kept the score board unchanged until the bot¬ 
tom of the sixth, when Kerrigan drove in Tupman. 

The seventh inning saw two more runs for the River 
Hawks. Freshmen Bobby Moulaison and McCusker 
crossed home to bring the score to 6-4. No more runs 
came in, and the game was a win for the River Hawks. 

The real story, however, is about freshman pitcher 
Brad Laurin for 
UML. Laurin pulled 
off an amazing 11 
strikeouts. The lefty 
from Dracut also kept 
Dowling down to 
only eight scattered 
hits and only allowed 
two walks. 

The momentum 
from the win contin¬ 
ued into Saturday’s 
double-header at 
home against 
Assumption College. 

The Assumption 
Greyhounds had just 
come from two loss¬ 
es, one 12-9 loss to 
Merrimack College 
and a 16-14 upset to 
Bentley. 

Their luck against 
UML proved no bet¬ 
ter, with the River Hawks exploding with great offensive 
play. However, Assumption was nearly able to match. In 
the opener, however, the River Hawks came out on top 
with the final score 15-8: the highest-sconng game yet 


this season. 

The first inning proved dxciting. Assumption got their 
second batter on base with a double and was quickly 
sent home two batters later. Three more runs would 
come in until UML pitcher Jeff Trainor when a batter 
struck out looking. UMass Lowell took to the batter's 
box and answered with three runs of their own, thanks to 
a three-run homer by Allen Mottram. 

UML’s second inning was just as successful. 
After two quick outs by the first two batters, the 
River Hawks kept the hits coming. In this inning 
they also stole two bases (LaValley and 
Kerrigan). By the end of it, they had three more 
runs on the board, bringing the score to 6-4. 

But, the onslaught didn’s stop there. Brian 
Eck opened the bottom of the fifth with a home- 
run to right field. Williamson followed suit, 
knocking his own homer over the right field 
wall. Assumption tried to keep up, but simply 
couldn’t. The final score read 15-8, River 
Hawks. 

The win was in large part due to an outstand¬ 
ing pitching job by freshman Dan Larson from 
Melrose, MA. Larson who came in to relieve 
Trainor was able to strike out ten batters and 
allowed only four hits. 

Going into game 2 of the double-header, 

UML started off with a bang. Four singles, two 
stolen bases (LaValley again and McCusker), 
three runs. In the second inning, the River 
Hawks kept up a consistent series of hits, 
pulling in six more runs. Assumption seemed to 
be losing it, stumbling into two errors. They remained 
scoreless until the third inning, when they finally got a 
runner across the plate. Even so. the final score at the

seven years ago. The team finished with 
a 29-18 record last season, allowing 
Sauter the privilege of becoming the 
winningest softball coach in the 
school's history, with an all time record 
of 137-130-1. But you don't need to 
explain this to the many fans the team 
has accrued during the last few seasons. 

Sauter is joined with an inspiring 
coaching staff. Paul Rahmeier has been 
with UMass Lowell since 1983 as the 
Associate Provost, with 50 years of 
softball experience. He has played in 
eight states as well as three Canadian 
provinces. He has been involved with 
the softball program since he came to 
Lowell and has been active as the pitch¬ 
ing coach for the past two seasons. 

Kristine Botto joined the coaching 
staff in September of 2001 as a graduate 
assistant. Botto is no stranger to the 
program either. An All-American as a 
catcher, she holds records for bases 
stolen in a career and during a season. 
Botto also set records for most hits, sin¬ 
gles and runs as a lefthander, and also 
for most games played in a career. 

This year, the team features nine 
freshmen, most with playing back¬ 


grounds from Division II Lowell and 
Chelmsford (1999 Division II 
Champions), among others. Though 
most of the squad is fresh out of high 
school, it hasn't taken long to combine 
skills and playing experiences into a 
winning team. ‘They're a very together 
team. (Captains) Amber Gagnon and 
Rebecca Regula have done a great job 
as far as leadership goes,” says Sauter. 

The River Hawks posted a 5-5 record 
during spring break down in Orlando, 
FL. So far this season, they have gone 
3-4-1, losing last 1-0 and 3-2 over 
LeMoyne at Riverview Field last 
Saturday. 

Gagnon, who played in every game 
last season, though injured, has returned 
in better condition. Becky Regula and 
Tabitha Hebert 

have added support to the pitching 
staff. 

“Our defense is doing very well along 
with our pitching. Our offensive output 
has improved. We’re still working on 
our bunting though,” says Coach Sauter. 
Lowell’s top hitters are Gagnon, Hebert, 
and Regula. 

Currently, the River Hawks hold an
